GOLDEN BEWARD MINE IS NOT SOLD. 


Ss. W. Allerton Says the Announcement 
ef Purchase Is Premature. 

‘‘That Deadwood dispatch saying the 
Golden Reward mine had been sold is a little 
premature,” said S. W. Allerton. “I be- 
lieve, however, it fs about to be sold. I am 
the largest- stockholder in the mine, but the 


has .béen turning out $800,000 a year for 
three years and is still at it. I do not know 
the names of the persons who will be the 
purchasers. They are to get some of the 
other property that we own up there along 
with the Golden Reward mine. We will go on 
and develop the remainder of our property 
after the sale. 

“The history of the Golden Reward mine is 
Jnteresting. Some men-struck the ore and 
found it rich in the preciotis metal, but It 
eéuld not be milled on the ground on ac- 
count of a. peculiarity in the retaining 
quartz. It was ‘necessary to send it to 
Omaha. hefore the gold could be extracted. 
The cost ate up the profit. About five years 
ago we went up there, looked the ground 
over, and bought the mine. For a whole 
year we experimented trying to find some 
means to get the gold out of the quartz. We 
built a mill and finally succeeded in solving 
the problem. fince then the yield has been 
heavy. 

‘There is more gold about Deadwood than 
there is in South Africa. More. has been 
taken out there than from any other place 
of the same size on the giobe.”’

‘SPANISH VIOLATION OF TREATIES. 
Ramon O. Williams has been the Consul- 
General of the United States at Havana for 
many years and has discharged his duties, 
whether relating to commerce or to other 
matters, with singular zeal and intelligence. 
He has been one of the most efficient repre- 
sentatives of the government abroad. The 
energetic manner in which he has vindi- 
cated the rights of American citizens in 
Cuba has won for him the unfriendliness of 
the Spanish officials in the island. The 
treaty of 1877 made with Spain declares 
that— 
_ Neo citizen of the United States residing in Spain. 
her adjacent islands, or her ultramarine posses- 
sions charged with acts of sedition, treason, or 
conspiracy against the institutions, the public se- 
curity, the integrity of the territory..or against 
othe supreme government, or any other crime what- 


soever, shall be subject to trial by any exceptiona! 
tribunal, but exclusively by the ordinary jurisdic- 


tion, exeept in the case of being captured with 


arms in hand. 
Darly this this year the Consul-General com- 


pelled the Spanish authorities to recognize 
‘| the treaty in the case of an American citi- 
zen who had been arrested and whom i 
was proposed: to try by -court-martiai. 
Thereupon Mr. Williams was notified that he 
would not be recognized etonds as regards 
commercial matters. 

If this were gubmitted to it woul follow 
that in Cuba, where there are a hundred 
American citizens for one in Spain, there 
would be nobody on the ground to look afte: 
those citizens if their rights wére invaded.

. will back down, but if she does not, and re- 
fuses to be bound by the treaty she has made 
then she must take the conseqnences, Then 
the United States wil) have to look after the 
protection of its citizens in another way, it 
will have a large fleet soon in Cuban waters 
which can attend to matters. 
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CATTLE IN AUSTRALIA. 

The United States Consul stationed at 
Sydney, New South Wales, reports officially 
in regard to the cattle-growing industry in 
that country and Queensiand, He says 
they have about ten times as much lani 
available for cattle-feeding as the State of 
Iowa. Much of this land is scantily suj- 
plied with water, but the land is cheap. 
there are practically no winters, and the 
government has undertaken the sinking of 
‘artesian wells, which greatly extends the 
possibilities of the industry. At present 
prices cattle can be raised in Queensland for 
their hides alone, and there are abou.

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CHINESE GOVERNMENTAL MACHINERY. 

Mr. W. E..Curtis, who has recently vis- 
ited Japan and China, contributes to the 
paper with which he is connected a state- 
ment as to the workings of the Chinese 
Government which forcibly illustrates the 
stagnant conservatism and unpfogressive 
character of its people. Every Chinaman 
regards the Emperor as of divine origin and 
believes that at his death he becomes an 
actual deity. He has absolute power over 
the bodies and souls of his stbjects in the 


present life and in that hereafter. All prop- | 


erty in the empire theoretically belongs to 
him. In every way he has the omnipotence 
if not the omniscience of divinity. His con- 
trol does not stop short with his own empire. 
He is regarded as sovereign of the universe. 
Mr. Curtis says: 

He, is not only the absolute monarch of China 
but sovereign of the entire world, and, theoretic- 
ally, all the other nations of the earth, including 
the Czar of Russia, Emperor William, Queen Vic- 
toria, and the President of the United States, are 
fia’ subjects. For forty yeara the Ministers ac- 
credited by other nations to the Chinese court 
have been contesting this question, and until re- 
eently the Emperor would not receive them except 
as tribute bearers—emissaries from loyal vassals 
who came to pay their respects and bring him the 


compliments of their princes, like the representa- 
ves of the King of Corea and the Grand Liama 


Thibet, who have come every year for centuries 
bearing gifts. 

Notwithstanding the Emperor is invested 
with supreme power, he is surrounded with 
a complicated system of political machinery 
consisting of seven ministerial boards, ac-

they act within cities to which foreigners 
are not admitted. The only board with 
which the latter can comniunicate is the 
Tsung-li-Yamen, or Office of Foreign Af- 
fairs, which in turn hands over the business 
to. the special board having it in charge.

THE WASHINGTONIAN HOME BEATEN. ; 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of the suit of the Washingtonian Home 
aguinst the city te compel the latter to con- 
tinue paying to it the sum of $20,000 a year 
out of the receipts from liquor licenses is a 
sound one. The court sustains the conten- 
tion of the city that the act requiring it to 
pay the above-mentioned sum is unconstitu- 
tional, 

The Constitution declares that no munic- 
ipality shall become subscriber to the cap- 
ital stock of any railroad or private eorpora- 
tion “or make donation to or loan its credit 
in aid of such corporation.” But, says the

He avers it is 
not true that steam canalboats are imprac- 
ticable on accont of the injury done to the 
banks by disturbance of the water, Their 
movement is seldom more than three miles 
an hour, which makes hardly any sweli 
against the banks. 

The latest experiment is with a floet of 
six steel barges, one of them propelled by 
steam, aud towing the five, which are so 
built as to bé seaworthy on the’gieat lakes 
to carry cargoes between the inke ports 
and New York City, The pioneer fleet made 
a ptolitable venture last August by earsying 
230 tons of steél rails on each boat from a 
Lake Erie port to Brooklyn. It is expectea 
that if the proposition to bond the State for 
nine millions be ratified at the polls the 
project of steel barges suitable for both lak« 
aud canal transportation will be developed 
to an extensive service, and stpersede 
wooden boats hauled by mules or horses. 
In that case there will be no more unloading 
and reloading at Buffalo, and the elevator 
monopoly there, which has been so oppress- 
ive as largely to have destroyed the use- 
fulness of the canal, will be killed off. The

But there will be considerable

They declare the 
canal should be abandoned entirely unless 
the United'States Government can be in- 
duced -to take it in charge. 

It is probably true, as stated, that a crisis 
is not far ahead in the existence of the Erie 
Canal, Its use may have to be abandoned 
within the next ten years unless the contem- 
plated improvement, or some other effi- 
cient one, be made. “Already railroad cor- 
porations have their eyes upon the towpailh 
and berme banks as foundation road beda, 
graded to perfection for the laying of rails, 
and needing only to be built out a little 
broader.”” If they should have their way, 
and be able to carry out their pending plan 
for pooling their issues in one gigantic trust 
the abolition of the canal would mean rail 
rates as high as the traffic would bear, the 
limit being fixed by the railroad managers 
and not by the people victimized by the ex- 
tortion. It is exceedingly probable that 
fear of what they would have to suffer if 
made to subinit to the “tender mercies” of 
the rail carriers will be stimults sufficient 
to cause the people of the State of New

is a private corporation, therefore the city 
cannot, with or without the approval of the 
Legislature, or even if ordered to do so, 
hand over any portion of its revenues to 
the home or to any other institution of a 
private nature, no matter how benevolent its 
objects may be. : 

Since 1883 the city has paid the home 
$200,000, and got nothing in return for it. 
That sum was paid without constitutional 
warrant. It would be nothing more than 
common honesty for the home to return it, 
or as much of it as it is able to. The city 
could put to excellent use whatever amount 
was recovered. 

This decision does not affect in the 
least the status of the policemen’s and 
the firemen’s relief funds. It is true 
that both of those funds are largely 
made up of moneys which would otherwise 
go into the city treasury. A small percent- 
age of the license receipts goes for pension 
purposes. But the handling of the moneys 
and the granting of the pensions is not in 
the hands of private corporations, but iz 
those of boards composed of the Mayor and 
other city officers. The Washingtonian 
Home is totally separate and distinct from 
the city. These funds are apart of the ma 
‘\chinery of the City Government. 

The decision may, however, be taken by 
the city authorities as a notification that 
it is unlawful for them to furnish free water 
to private corporations no matter what thei 
objects may be. A municipality must noi 
“make donation” to any private corpora- 
tion. That does not forbid merely a dona- 
tion of money. It coversa donation of any- 
thing which costs the city money.
